Sir Rutherford 
Alcock’s ‘account chiefly. deals. with’ this 
guestion and he gives a most interesting 
description of the early difficulties both 
with regard to the proposed occupation of 
Kanagawa and the assassinations and, dan- 
gers that distinguished its early: history. | 
Fortune devotes some pages to the descrip- 
tion of the works of art, &c., to be founu 
in the “ Curio” shops, and referring to the 
sudden rise of the city from a mere Hamni- 
let gives the following description of it :— 

“When the American squadron first 
visited Yokohama. in .1854 it was but a 
small fishing village coutaining probably 
not more than 1000: inhabitants. Now the 
population amounts to 13,000 or 20,000, 
and a large town covers a space which was. 
formerly occupied by rice fields: and vege- 
table gardens ‘The town is built-on the 
fiat land which extends along the shores 
of the bay and is backed by a-kind of semi- 
circle. of low richly wooded bills. Tt is in- 
creasing rapidly every day, and no. doubt 
the whole of the swamp which lies between 
it and the-hills will soon be covered with 
buildings.” : 

This, last sentence is already- being ful- 
filled inasmuch as the houses are extending 
farther back every year and as the trade 
increases and the restrictions are’ removed 
the day will doubtless soon come when 
Yokohama. will be a place of some import- 
auce in the Eastern world.

FROM THE “BONGKONG GOV- 
ERNMENT GAZETTE,”

An Ordinance enacted. by the Governor of 
Hongkong, with the Advice of the Legis- 
lative Council thereof, diniding the City 
of Victoria into Districts and for the 
better Megistrationof Houses and Servants 
in the Colony of Hongkong. . 

Whereas it is expedient to make Provi- 
sion for the Reyistration of Houses in Vie- 
toria aud also of Chinese Servants in the 
regular employ of persons other than Chi- 
nese residing therein: Be it thereforé enact- 
ed and ordained by His. Excellency tie 
Governor of Hongkong, with the Advice of 
the Legislative Council thereof, as folluws:— | 

I, This Ordinance may be cited as ‘‘ The 
Victgria Registration Ordinance 1866.” 

TL In the coastruction of this Ordinance 
the term ‘The Governor” shall mean His 
Excellency the Governor of the Colony of 
Hongkoug or the Officer for the time being 
administering the Government of the said 
Colony. is : 

The term ‘ Householder” shall mean 
any Person actually occupying ‘the whole 
of any building. or tenement in 4 District 
of Victoria or m case, wher- there shall be 
no guch Person then tbe immediate land- 
lord of the whole of such building or tene- 
ment, : 

The term “Servant” shall mean ‘every 
Chinese regularly employed in or about the 
Dwelling: House, Office, Shop or other Es- 
tablishment of auy Person not being a Chi- 
nese, within a District of Victoria. 

YLL. f Victoria shall for the 
Purposes of Registration under this Ordi- 
dance be divided into the Nine following 
districts that is to say (1) Shektongtsui (2)

Be it enaeted and ordained by the Go- 
vernor of Hongkong, with the Advice 
of the Legislative Council thereof, as

Writes, receiving Petitions or completing

THE DUTIES OF AN A. D. C. 
« (From the Bombay Gazette.) 


What are the duties of an A. D.C. 
The pleasantest possible, we have heard 
mauy people say.. He must dance aud ride 
well, he must be ‘a perfect lady’s man,” 
his small talk must be inexhaustible, his 
patieuce endless, his temper anyelic. His 
tact must be immense ; he must be able to 
wake himself agreeable not only to the 
young and beautiful, but also to the ancient 
and ugly. He must kuow exactly where 
and how to speak, and where to look kuow- 
iug and saying nothing. de must be a 
good accountant, and an excellent man- 
ager. The A. D. ©. of the present day 
inust, in short, be a éompléte genius, His 
ainbition must be boundless, but no menial 
office should be beneath his notice, _Whe- 
ther the jars of preserves in tle godown 
have to be counted, or a full-dress levée to 
be attended, whether a wet nurse is re- 
quired; or a new pair of horses for. his 
master’s carriage; an A. D. C.. must be 
perfectly aw fait, in one and all. Chief 
butler, Lead groo votman, and nrsery- 
maid, all come wishin the sphere of his 
sluties, he is the head of each separate 
depirtm nt. The question is, whether. it 
is fair to expect officers to do this kind of 
work : alse, what penalty failure entails? 

“We ag-es with the opimon lately express- 
ed by tae Pioneer, that ineapicity tu per- 
form any of ths above menial offices cannot 
fairly be considered us a breach of military 
discipline. But then, our contemporary 
suems to forget that should any pecuniary 
dificnities arise, the matter assumes quite 
a different aspect. Regardiug the case of 
Captain Jarvis we know nothing beyond 
what has appeared before the pubic, but 
the simple fut of there being ‘a row in the 
house”. camiot astonish any oue. who bas 
been for auy length of time in the same 
station with: His Exeelleney. We prefer, 
however, to abstain from remarking on the 
latest scandal until the Court Martial, 
ordered to assemble, shall have closed its 
proceedings. -We purpose, at present, to 
offer a few remarks on the singular position 
which, thanks to the old tyrant-custom 
A. D. ©.’s generally ovcupy in the house- 
holds tu whieh they are appointed, 

An Aide-de Camp was, undoubtedly, ori- 
ginally intended as au assistant to General 
Officers merely in their military capacity. 
Gradually, however, their duties increased 
aud good humour, possibly fear of couse- 
quenezs, introduced the increase of duties 
as the custom which, once fairly allowed 
and started. quickly became right, proper, 
and fully underscood. The public enter- 


Comn.an“ers-in-chief are expected, we 
might, with perfect truth say, obliged, to 
give might, very reasonably, be superin- 
tended py an Aide-de-camp. The ruling 
power could not be expected to find time to 
attend to such things but then, this is not 
cll; the transition -from supervisor to 
laterer, was easy, iu many cases not objec- 
tionable. All the rest followed _as a matter 
of conrse. Lieutenant A; caii see after this 
and that, and. eventually the said Liente- 
nant A. becomes a Jack of all trades. If 


quiring A ides-de-Camp were bound to livea 
life of single blessedness, we doubt if the’ 


of. It would be absurd.to expect His Ex- 
cellency to, fight his ‘butler over that wretch- 
ed six pies for ghee, or those seven seers of 
milk; he simply would have no time’ :to 
attend toit. The matter, however, is quite 
different when there is a lady in the case. 
Few ladies will deny that they rule the 
house : it is easentially their business, and 
their business alone, to make all household 
arrangements, and yet how few who have 
young A. D. C.’s at their disposal, do’ so. 
Not only the catering but all the wants of 
the nursery are frequently supplied and 
looked after by those indefatigable young 
men in gold lace and cocked hats. Arrived 
in India, our grand dames seem to think 
they have nothing to do but receive visitors, 
and, occasionally, return calls.. The A. D. 
C.’s do all the rest, they aré paid for it ; 
what’s the ‘use of them if they don’t, and so 
on, are‘the reasons given every day for this 
state of things. 

It is not too much to say that the use or 
rather abuse, of Aides-de-camp and other

Still, we do 
Inot consider the position a fair one, aud we 
itrust soou to see some alteration in the rules 
which hauded down by tradition, have now 
‘become almost universal. The duties of 
the personal Staff of our rulers may be, un- 
‘doubtedly are, many and varied, but it cer- 
‘tainly was never intended tbat they should 
rauge over such a wide field as they at pre- 
sent do. Ainan.cannot do everything well,? 
why then should he be called upon to at- 
temps it?

TEA. 
(From the Englishman.) 


There is always a tendency to overdo that 
which has, in auy instunce, proved a protit- 
able and yood thing, aud though this is not 
always unattended with advantage -to the 
geueral public, it invariably leads to disap- 
pointnient to many. So loug as an under- 
taking is legitimately pursved, it can seldom. 
fail to benefit the promoters, but, so soon 
as it begins to wear a speculatve..character, 
it is doomed to suffer soouer or later. ‘The 
enltivation of tea, in this’ country, “has 
hitherto been. attended with considerable 
advantage to those engaged in, its produc- 
tion, but, like everything else,, it is now bs: 
ing overdone, ot as regards the avtual 
production itself, but with reference to the 
character it’has assumed - No one én be 
blind to the fact that. numerous’ parties, 
with little or no capital or means to success- 
sfully eartyjon ‘a ‘ea-plantation, have enter- 
ed on the pursuit, with the sole object. of 
selling the Same so soon as a few acres of 
plant commence yielding leaf. The oon- 
seyuence is} that the value of Tea-producing 
gardens ujdertaken with this object: has 
miterially decreased in the Home market, 
so much so, indeed, that au acre. of land, 
planted with shrubs of four years’ growth, 
which, a few years ago, would realize a 
thousand rppees, is uow difficult to dispose 
of at six hyndred, It has been overdone, 
nots» much as regards the area actually 
under cultivation, asin the pumerous gar- 
dens now in the marketfor sale. _ 

That the cultivation of Tea is highly 
remuunerative if econumically carried Sout, 
and t00 much has not been. paid for the 
girdeu iu the first instance, no one will 
deny, and. sume exceptional cause must, 
therefore, have arisen for the. disfavor iu 
which the shares of the majority of the Tea 
Companies now in existence are held in the 
London markets, - These exceptioml causes 
are two-fold. ‘The first is found iu the evor- 
mousstims paid to the oriyinal holders forthe 
plantations, to work which Companies have 
been formed, and in.the not unfrequeut fall- 
ing short.of the promises held out by the 
promoters. A prospectus for the formation 
of a ‘ea Company is laid before the public, 
in which a large area is stated to be already 
in plant, and tro which certain results are 
promised, and, as a yuarantee for the 
genuineness of the undertaking, the sellers 
express themselves reudy to guarantee a 
return of from five to teu. per ceut for the 
first three years, 6n the capital paid up. 
This is apparently all plain and.above board, 
and when the public see that the promoters or 
sellers are willing to take half of the sum 
asked for the plantation, in fully paid up 


upon themselves that they iuvite the public 
to assume, little doubt, as to the result, is 
experienced. The subscribers, however, are 
for the most part ignorant of the nature of 


a hundred acres of plant in full bearing will 
this Tea will return them from two to three 


base their calculations. These calculations 
the plantation can.safely guarantee them 
the return promised, ‘and any-doubts as: to 
the prospects of the undertaking are lulled 
to reat, if any have found existence. They 
do not kuow, however, tliat the value of a 
plantation, or of such portion of it as is de- 
acribed as being under Tea-plani, depends 
on the age and qualiiy of the plants them- 
selves, or that unless the plants are of a 


if prematurely stripped of their leaves, the 
plants will not thrive. They do not know 
that, while au acre of. four-year old plants 
muy have besn worth a. thousand rupees, 
one of shrubs just p!anted out is worth but a 
tenth of thatsum, and they, therefore, can- 
not calculate the real. value of that. for 
which they are, in all probability, paying 
far too highly. -Nor do they perceive ' that 
the seller can very well pay the percentage 
guaranteed on the paid-up capital for three 
years, out.of the sum ‘he.receives for the 
sale of his gardens, and still be a very con- 
siderable gainer by the transaction. This is, 
however, just what appears to-have at: last 
become apparent to many holders.-of Tea 
shares ; they have received for three years 
the return, guaranteed, and have. therefore 
concluded that all-was satisfactory, and that 
as the plants must be growing their: profits 
must increase,—but, with the expiration of 
the guarantee they discover the reverse to 
be the result. Then it is found ou enquiry, 
that-the Company has paid some. fifty per 
cent, ‘more for the property acquired than 
it-was worth. To this is mainly due the

-selves: it would prove. Of late, too, the 
Banks have learned to look shy on these. 
undertakings, and two, which are intimately 
connected with India, have decided on mak- 
ing no more advances on the security of 
Tea.property. This determination has re- 
resulted from the reports of Commissioners. 
sent into the Tea-producing. districts, and 
who have made themselves acquainted with 
the condition of every plantation in Assam, 
Sylhet, and Cachar, if not, also, of those 
in. the Himalayah range.

A SKETCH OF TENNYSON AND 
HIS HOME. 


An American.geutleman, Mr Harry Hare- 
wood Leech, las supplied the New York 
Wome Journal with the following acéount 
of a'visit he recently made to Tennysen :— 
‘¢Mr‘Tennyson’s residence at ‘ Farring.ord 
House,’ {sle of Wight, is at once spacious, 
anpretending, and elegant. It has a wide 
front, all clusterdd over with. the trailing 
ivy-leaves ; to the right of which ruus.a 
picturesque porch, - compietely festooned 
with woudbines, and at the left side appears 
a ‘pleasant conservatiry filled with choice 
plants. I was charmed with the .broad 
paths, as I approached the house, which 
were sheltered irregularly, on each. side, 
with ancient oaks, which threw their spread- 
ing branches completely over them, “Then 
the wide level lawns extended on éach side 
to-shaded allées, in which I loved to think 
the poet wandered, weaving the sweet fan- 

ies that should charm the world 
rs A butler, in plain clothes, ushered me 
into a cabinet until he could inform the 
poet of wy arrival. Perhaps no better in- 
dex‘tu-the tastes of Mr ‘Tennyson could be 
found than this collection (gathered mostly 
by ltiinself ) of minerals and fossils, curious 
crustacea,' shells and crystals, all labelled 
and arranged carefully. Ina few moments 
I was shown into the drawing-room, where

EXTRAORDINARY ACCIDENT 
: ON THE | , ; : 
“GREAT NORTHERN. RAILWAY. 
(From the London Evening Mail, Fune 10.) 
The Great. Northern has ‘hitherto been 


regarded as being oné of the, best-managed 
railway systems in the kingdom, but at the 
present moment that: system is almost en- 
tirely blocked by a disaster'the magnitude 
as well as the character of which is entirely 
without precedent in the history of railway 
accidents in this country, and. can only 
find its‘ parallel in calamities, which may 
sometimes have. been heard of on the 
other side of the Atlantic: * 


chandise should dash into each other in 
the. middle of a tunnel almost simulta- 
neously little more than -20 miles from 
Lopdon ; that such .trains- should. have 
become ignited by the fire from the furna- 
ces of their overthrown and shattered en- 
gines, and that the tunnel, which is'‘more 
than half a mile in length, should be con: 
verted into one luge furnace and ‘its air 
shafts into 4 species.of burning crater isa 
calamity so astounding as to be almost in- 
credible were it not that it is undeniably 
true. z 

: The scene of. this extraordinary: occur- 
rence is the Welwyn Tunnel,about five miles 
beyond Hatfield, and between the Welwyn 
Junction and Stevenage, and the narrative 
of the circumstances collected on the spot 
is this :—Shortly before “L1 o’clock a train 
of goods’ “empties” started on Saturday 
night from the King’s-cross goods’ station 
for Hitchin. - On reaching the centte.of.the 
Welwyn Tunnel, either from the burstina| 
ofa tube, or some other cause, the engine’ 
broke down, ‘and the train was bronght to 
a stand. . In this emergeucy it would have 
been the duty of Ray, the guard, who.was 
.inthe break in the rear of the train, to 
have gone back’ out of the.tunnel, and 
given the stopping -signal. This precau- 


with his companion, was subsequently 
found in the ‘bréak yan dead, it is quite 
clear they did not take. This occurred 
about 12 30 a.m. on-this (Sunday) morning, 
and had scarcely taken place when the down 
Midland. goods train, the driver of the 
| eugine of which. had received no-signal of 
danger on the’ London side, ran into the 
tuunel and dashed into the rear of the 
already broken down train of émpties. The 
violence of the shock was suchi as’ to’ throw 
the Midland engine and the heavy train -of 
| goods which it was drawing, and. which, 
among other merchandise, was known to 
contain several waggons laden with casks of 
oil and other materials of a combustible 
‘character, over on to the up line, piling 
_them one upon the other in heaps reaching 
to the crown of the arch, “and completely 
blocking the’ tunnel. -Whether from: con- 
sternation or from neglect, ‘no signal of the 
mishap was given to the’ signalman at the 
northern end towards Stevenage, and in an 
incredibly short space of time the Scotch 
| meat train came up, bringing .up ‘the’ dead. 
| meat from the north for the supply of the 
Monday’s Newgate-market, with. other. 
goods; This was a Great Northern train, 
entered the tunnel, and dashed into the 
ruins of the alredy vapsized Midland gooda. 
,In a few moments it was discovered that 
the engine’of the Great Northern train had | 
turned over. aud that the goods ,and wag- 
gons of the Midland train had become 
‘ignited from the burning coal and cinders 
of the engine furnaces scattered ‘about. 
Singular to relate, both drivers-and firemen 
of all the engines had escaped either unhurt 
or with but slightinjuries, and having signal- 
~ Jed to the neareststations, both upanddown, 
what-had happened, the first step taken was 
to look after the guard of the-Northern train 
cfempties, Ray, who was found in the midst 
of the ruins of his break frightfully crushed 
and.quite dead, and with him another man; 
a fireman.in the employ of the Metropolitan 
Railway, whom it appears he was. convey- 
jug surreptitiously down the line to his 
home, who, although not quite dead, was 
ina dying condition and,was not expected 
to survive many hours. "The guard of the 
Northera’ up-train, Lacey, was also found 
lying on the line near. his, break, moat 
severely.injured about the head. . He was 
in the first instance removed to Welwyn, 
bnié subsequently was taken to town and 
placed under the care of Mr J. Templeton” 
“Kinkwood, of the Euston-road; surgeon to 
the Great Northeru and: Midland Com- 
panies. « Lacey, although suffering from a. 
severe scalp wound and other head injuries, 
itis hoped, may recover. Information of 
the occurrence was at. once telegraphed to 
Mr Seymour Clarke, the general manager 
of the line, who resides at Hatfield, and 
also to the authorities on the northern side ;.

belonged to. the down Midland, ‘all-in a 
blaze. ‘be repeated explosions tendered 
any attempt, even if the heat and smoke 
had not prevented it, to enter“the tunuel 
abortive.. Frum the air shaft smoke and 
at intervals flame, although some 50:or 60 
feet in “height from the roadway to the 
summit of the shaft, together’ with sounds 
resembling the roaring of a mighty. cataract 
or river, indicated the character.of the 
conflagration that was raging underneath. 
The Authorities having taken counsel, in the 
absence of water:und inability. to approach 
the seat of conflagration, it was deemed 
advisable to let it expend. itself; and. be 
prepared with aid to enter the tunnel and 
clear'the line of the ruins so soomas it should 
have.done so, The fire continued to rage 
throughout the whole. of the day, and. it 
was not-until 6 p.m. that it had.become 
sufficiently reduced tv: enable any one to 
enter the tunnel. At thistime a body of- 
men arrived, under command of. Mr Super- 
‘intendent Williams, ‘with the Hatfield: en- 
gine, lent to the company by the Marquis. of 
Salisbury ; and a supply of water having 
been-obiained the engine was set to work, 
: but the ruins were still burning. .Hundreds. 
of navvies have arrived, and it is hoped 
during the night to-get-the’ lite clear. In 
the meantime the whole of the traffic has
